At bis Arrival at the Hague, the Miniſters there ſpeak the 
ſame Language to him, and encouraged him to begin his 
Journey towards the Prince of . Accordingly he got 
to Bruſſels, but found the Prince of Oranges, and the Count 
de Monterey's Meſſages ſo cold and uncertain to him, that he 
as obliged to return without ſeeing.them... 
Il went the other day to London, on purpoſe to viſit the 
Marquic del Freſno, ſince his return from the Bath, whom I 
found ſomewhat amended in his health, but ftill lean in his 
Legs and Arms. He tells me he will depart immediately, 
and paſs by the Court here in his way to Portſnouth, where 
he is to Embark on a Frigat his Majeſty lends him.
